SPARKS FROM MARK; 

The third element of the spirituality of the 
pastoral council is that it must be a spirituality 
that "fits" the person, the council member. 
Brother Loughlan Sofield, S.T. says that if the 
council members wish to find God they must 
begin with an inward journey of self, as we hear 
in the Gospel of Luke, "that the Kingdom of 
God is within". 

We are all called to seek the Christ within 
each of us and by doing so the journey of our 
faith becomes one that we can own and develop 
as our personal faith story. Thomas Merton 
talks about this journey within when he says, 
"Many people will not be Saints for the same 
reason that many poets will not be great poets. 
They try to write other peoples poems and we 
try to live someone else's sanctity". Truly holy 
people are the people who discover the God 
present in their unique reality". This a great 
challenge for all of us to continue to work on 
developing a spirituality that truly becomes our 
own and yet our spirituality is also connected to 
the community in which we worship, which is 
very Eucharistic in nature. 

The fourth element that Br. Loughlan talks 
about is that the spirituality of the pastoral 
council has an affective dimension to it. In other 
words the spirituality of the council members 
must be passionate in their believe in Christ. 


The great Jesuit theologian Walter 
Burghardt links spirituality and passion together 
when he says, "the rock bottom of a living 
spirituality is a God who touches me, a God I 
feel". So if our relationship with God is alive 
and well then we should experience our God 
with the full range of our human emotions from 
love to anger, from sadness to joy. In our 
relationship with God we must be able to 
express to all of our human emotions, as 
Burghardt says, this is what makes our 
spirituality lively. 

The spirituality of our pastoral council is to 
cultivate a spirituality that is full of passion and 
at the same time being open and allowing our 
emotional life into our relationship with our 
God, where God can touch us.

Scripture 

For what great nation is there that has gods 
so close to it as the LORD, our God, is to us 
whenever we call upon him? (Deuteronomy

may dwell on your holy mountain? Whoever 
walks blamelessly and does justice; who thinks 
the truth in his heart and slanders not with his 
tongue.

- Be doers of the word and not hearers only, 
deluding yourselves. Religion that is pure and 
undefiled before God and the Father is this: to 
care for orphans and widows in their affliction 
and to keep oneself unstained by the world.

- He responded, "Well did Isaiah prophesy 
about you hypocrites, as it is written: 'This 
people honors me with their lips, but their hearts 
are far from me; In vain do they worship me, 
teaching as doctrines human precepts.' You 
disregard God's commandment but cling to 
human tradition."

- "Who may dwell on your (God's) holy 
mountain?" 

- How close is God "to us whenever we call 
upon him?" 

- Who is a "doer of the word?" 

- Does Jesus quote Isaiah to indicate he is 
more concerned with actions than observing the 
letter of the law?

Anyone who prays without suffering for his 
suffering brothers is praying to a pole, a 
shadow, not to the living God. Because if you 
pray to the living God, you who are living, he, 
the Living One, sends you to your living 
brothers.
